Rachel Dolezal Fallout 

Since we wrote about Rachel Dolezal in our June 29 issue, the former NAACP activist 
accused of lying about her race continues to lose Jobs and allies. The NAACP, which initially 
stuck by her, later asked the Spokane police department to actively pursue its hate crime 
investigation into Dolezal’s claim that she was the victim of hate mail in February and May. 

After reports surfaced about Dolezal’s alleged misconduct as a volunteer 
for Spokane’s Police Ombudsman Commission, she told People, “I will 
not resign; I have done nothing wrong.” A day later she was booted. She 
was also fired as a freelancer with the Inlander newspaper. “How could we 
work with someone whose credibility— indeed, her very identity— is now 
being questioned?” said the editor Jacob H. Fries in a note to readers. 
However, all may not be lost. Reports are now circulating that Dolezal 
may reappear as the star of her own reality show.

EVEN AS SHE GUSHED 

about her “adorable, 
thoughtful and sweet” 
boyfriend Charlie 
Ebersol three months 
ago, Britney Spears 
seemed wary of 
what the romantic 
future would hold. 

“I have no idea what 
it takes,” she told 
People in March of 
finding lasting love. 

“I don’t really 
understand 
love. As far 
as my kids 
go, it’s just 
unconditional, 
and that’s 
something 
that’s really 
hard to find.” 
Indeed, a fairy-tale 
ending wasn’t in the 
cards for Spears, 33, and 
Ebersol, 32: The couple 
of eight months decided 
to go their separate 
ways, multiple sources 
confirm. “They are 
two busy people leading 
two very busy lives,” 
says a source close to 
them. “They both 
decided they would 
focus on other 
priorities.” Adds an 
Ebersol source: “There 
isn’t any real drama. 
They just broke up.” 

Introduced by 
Spears’s assistant last 
year, the couple— last 
seen together — > 
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Scoop 

publicly in May at the 
BillboardMusic 
Awards— quickly became 
inseparable, celebrating 
birthdays and holidays 
together, which they 
documented on social 
media (she’s since 
deleted all photos with 
Ebersol 
from her 
Instagram 
account). 

The producer 
also shared 
a tight bond 
with her 
sons (with 
ex Kevin 
Federline) 
Sean Preston, 9, and 
Jayden James, 8, and 
“everyone thought he 
might end up asking her 
to marry him because 
it was that serious,” 
says the Ebersol source. 
But in the last few 
months, the relationship 
“just faded away,” says 
the source. “It was 
obvious to everyone that 
[a split] was going to 
happen, even to them.” 

The “Pretty Girls” 
singer, who has been 
married twice and called 
off an engagement to 
agent Jason Trawick 
in 2013, is staying upbeat 
in the wake of 
her split, spending time 
back home in Louisiana 
(“So nice to be home! 
Nothing like Louisiana 
boys,” she captioned 
a photo on Instagram 
of her and an uniden- 
tified guy). Says the 
Ebersol source: “This 
isn’t an ugly breakup at 
all.

Embracing on the Cannes red 
carpet in May, Charlize Theron 
and Sean Penn appeared to be 
the picture-perfect couple. 
“Things seemed loving between 
them,” says a source who spent 
time with the Academy Award 
winners at the French film 


festival. But just a month later, 
Theron, 39, and Penn, 54, called 
it quits, leaving some of those 
around them “absolutely 
surprised.” 

Friends for years, the actors 
became romantically involved 
in late 2015. Their shared 


temperaments— they’re both 
“passionate” people, says 
a Theron pal— “seemed to 
bring them closer.” 

But that passion showed 
its downside last fall while Penn 


was directing Theron in the 
upcoming film The Last Face. 
“Sean was very intense,” 
according to the pal. (Reps for 
the actors had no comment.)

Holt, a longtime veteran of the network, 
says he’s still surprised at the turn of events: “Trust 
me when I tell you I was not thinking of becoming the 
anchor of the NBC Nightly News. It was not in the 
cards.” But as the first solo African-American anchor 
of a weekday nightly network newscast, the husband 
and father of two is making history. “You never 
know when doors will open,” says Holt. “This one 
did, and I said, ‘Wow, I’m ready!”’

Shock After Shark Attacks 

Despite 2 recent incidents in North Carolina, an expert 
says not to be afraid of swimming in the ocean 

As summer heats up, families are flocking to the beach. But fun in the 
sun turned into a nightmare on June 14, when Kiersten Yow, 12, and 
Hunter Treschl, 16, were both attacked by sharks just 90 minutes apart in 
Oak Island, N.C. Talking on-camera from his hospital bed at New Hanover 
Regional Medical Center, Treschl, who lost his 
arm below the shoulder, said he will “try to fight 
and live a normal life.” Meanwhile Yow, who lost 
her arm below her elbow, has been posting 
optimistic updates on Facebook from the North 
Carolina Children’s Hospital. (Both have started 
GoFundMe pages fortheirongoing medical 
care.) And one expert insists there’s no cause for 
panic. “Sharks have millions of contact hours near 
humans every year,” Larry Cahoon, professor of 
biology and marine biology at UNC Wilmington, 
attack (left), and Hunter tells People.

It’s a testament to Tatum’s charm that he can 
imbue even a stripper movie with a vibe of sweet 
sincerity. A 115-min. celebration of chiseled tor- 
sos, pelvic thrusts and down-and-dirty dancing.

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E ach day Hollywood movie pro- 
ducer Gordon Gray and his 
wife, Kristen, watch their 
daughter Charlotte slip a little 
further away. The once-fear- 
less and outgoing 4-year-old now strug- 
gles to put her sentences together and 
fearfully shies away from activities she 
once loved. At a recent school recital, 
she even forgot the words to a favorite 
song. “That killed me,” says Gordon, 50, 
who has worked on films like The 
Rookie Sind Invincible. “I had to run out. 
I couldn’t take it.” 

Charlotte’s regression is the result of 
a form of Batten disease— an extremely 
rare neurodegenerative disorder that’s 
expected to render her blind, immobile 


and unable to communi- 
cate and eventually kill her 
before the age of 12. Her 
sister, 23-month-old 
Gwenyth, was diagnosed 
with the same disorder last 
spring, shortly after Char- 
lotte. It was “a double dose 
of devastation,” says Kris- 
ten, 39. But the Grays 
quickly rallied. After discovering there 
is no cure and little funding for 
research into the rare genetic disease, 
the Grays launched the Charlotte and 
Gwenyth Gray Foundation (curebat- 
ten.org) and a huge social media cam- 
paign— with the hopes of raising the $10 
to $12 million needed to find a cure. 


“We’re going to save our girls,” Gordon 
says. “That’s our job.”

I wo years ago the world 
' went dark for Lucy 
Edwards. Born with 
incontinentia pigmenti, 
a rare disorder that can 
affect one’s vision, the 19-year-old had 
lost sight in one eye at 11; at 
17 she lost sight in the other. 

Forced to adjust to this new 
way of life, she turned to 
something she had loved to 
do when she could see- 
makeup— and started Yes- 
terdaysWishes, a YouTube 
channel with more than 
17,000 subscribers, on which 
she shares makeup tutorials 
(like a smoky-eye how-to) 
and answers questions about the blind 
community. “It was a way of saying, T 
want to cope. I don’t want to just sit in 
bed eating ice cream anymore,’ ” says 
Edwards. “I want to prove that I can be 
just as normal as when I had my sight.” 


SHOW & TELL 

“I’m better at it 
now,” Edwards says 
of applying eyeliner 
(1), mascara (2) and 
lip gloss (3). She’s 
perfected her craft 
through “trial and 
error” and help from 
her sister Alice. 


Started as a personal project, 
Edwards’s videos went viral and 
turned into a platform to help others. 
“I wanted a place on the Internet that 
was away from the stigma of disabil- 
ity, because there was no one with a 
vision impairment or disability online 
really just doing something 
that a ‘normal’ teen would 
do,” she says. “I was just 
like, ‘Why don’t I be the 
person to start helping oth- 
ers?’ ” Today Edwards— 
who lives in Birmingham, 
England, and plans to study 
law— says she feels less 
“isolated” and hopes to 
help bridge the gap between the blind 
and sighted communities. “I just 
wanted to show that you can be your- 
self. Your disabilities don’t have to 
define you,” she says. “I feel like I’m 
not in a world where people don’t 
understand me anymore.” •

DESPITE BEING THE YOUNGEST of seven children born to 
poor, working-class parents in Queens, Vera Moore, 
70, “always had a drive,” she says. She threw herself first 
into acting— landing a decadelong stint as Nurse Linda on 
Another World— beiove risking all her savings to launch 
Vera Moore Cosmetics, whose products are 
now sold all around the world. “Fm not trying to step out 
of a box,” Moore insists. “I am making my own box.” 


Strong Foundation 

Growing up “very poor” didn’t 
faze Moore, because “we were 
raised that no matter what 
we didn’t have, we were rich,” 
she says. What her mother, a 
domestic worker, and her father, 
a porter, didn’t have monetarily, 
they made up for in moral 
support: “I remember my mother 
reading The Little Engine That 
Could. I heard ‘I think I can,’ and 
I based everything on that.” 

Work in Progress 

Moore began a job as a steno- 
grapher right out of high school. 
She vowed to her mom, who 
cleaned floors on her hands 
and knees, “The next floor you 
scrub will be your own.” 

Five years later she bought 
her parents a house. 

Fame and Then Fortune 

Called a “singing bird” by an 
elementary schoolteacher, Moore 
left her deskjob to be an actress i n 
the theater, then television. With 
fame came the idea that would 
launch her next career. “They 


really didn’t have makeup for 
me,” she says. “There were 
brands for people of color, but the 
quality wasn’t great.” She and 
husband Billy Helms mortgaged 
their home to finance Vera Moore 
Cosmetics in 1979, creating 
30 skin-care and makeup 
products for women of color. 

Heartbreak Hits Home 

While Moore struggled to build 
her business, her parents, her 
only sister and three of her five 
brothers died in an 11 -year time 
span. As she cared for one after 
another, “the business barely 
made it,” she says, “but I think 
my priorities were right.” 

Going Global 

With her cosmetics now in 56 
Duane Reade and Walgreens 
specialty-makeup “LOOK 
boutiques” nationwide— as well 
as China and Puerto Rico— Moore 
says she will keep expanding. 
“Entrepreneurship isn’t like 
a cold; you can’t catch it,” she 
says. “It’s an innate desire.”

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W hen Lauren Wasser 
started feeling “really, 
really sick” with flu- 
like symptoms atji

in October 2012, she thought all she^ 
needed was a good night’s sleep.

fever and organ failure: “I just remember being 
in excruciating pain.” 

At the Saint John’s Health Center, an infec- 
tious-disease specialist diagnosed Wasser with 
toxic shock syndrome, a potentially fatal compli- 
cation from bacterial infections primarily associ- 
ated with tampon use (see sidebar). Wasser, who 
had her period at the time and says she changed 
her tampon three times that day, within the doc- 
tor- recommended range to avoid TSS, suffered a 
heart attack and developed gangrene, which

foot. “I thought it was a really bad nightmare,” 
she says. “I j ust wanted it not to be real.” 

The 5'H" model— who, before the infection, 
walked runway shows and posed for catalogs 
including Nordstrom— spent four months in 
the hospital and another eight in a wheelchair. 
“I really wanted to kill myself,” she admits, but 
her mom, Pamela, and younger brother Chris 
Cook inspired her to stay strong: “I wanted to 
show Chris that I could be badass and recover.” 
Meanwhile Wasser’s photographer girlfriend 
Jennifer Rovero used her art for a deeply per- 
sonal brand of phototherapy. “She was so 
embarrassed [about her prosthesis],” says Rov- 
ero. “So I would photograph her, video her and 
show it to her afterwards. Every time we did 
that, she got a little bit stronger.” 

Now Wasser— who vows she’ll never use a 
tampon again— is suing the manufacturer of 
Kotex Natural Balance, the brand of super-plus 
tampons she used, seeking damages and fight- 
ing for clearer instructions on tampon boxes. (A 
spokesperson for the manufacturer Kimberly- 
Clark says the company “does not comment 
regarding ongoing litigation.”) Wasser also 
hopes to educate girls about the potential risks 
of tampons. “If people see the pain I’ve had to 
go through, maybe they’ll be more cautious,” 
she says. Recently signed with a new modeling 
agency.

About TSS 

According to the most 
recent study by the 
Centers for Disease 
Control, toxic shock 
syndrome affects 
around 1 in 100,000 
females between the ages 
of 10 and 39 annually. 
(Caused by a strain of 
Staphylococcus aureus, 
TSS begins with fever, 
rashes, headache and 
muscle aches.) Following 
a string of high-profile 
incidents in the ’80s, 
tampon boxes now 
contain warnings about 
TSS, telling users to 
change theirtampons 
every four to eight hours, 
and to use the lowest 
absorbency possible 
given their menstrual 
flow (or to skip using 
tampons entirely).

The message came out 
of the blue, on an ordinary 
Wednesday in June. 

“I know it has been some time since we talked, 
but please knowthat whatever happens, all shall 
be well,” began Sharonda Coleman- Singleton 
in a June 3 voice mail for her college friend of 27 
years, Chineta Goodjoin. “All shall be well . . . 
especially for those who are living their lives 
according to God’s word. All shall be well.” 
Goodjoin, who hadn’t talked to her friend in at 
least five years, listened to the message in the 
grocery store. “I started crying in the store,” she 
recalls, “because it was a comfort to me. Now I 
know she was telling me something more.”

Two weeks later Coleman-Singleton would be 

among the nine victims of a deadly shooting 
rampage at the historic Emanuel African Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in Charleston, S.C. The 



attack by 21-year-old alleged shooter Dylann 
Roof, which authorities say was racially moti- 
vated, devastated the close-knit congregation 
and sent shockwaves of anguish and outrage 
across the country. “There is something par- 
ticularly heartbreaking about death happening 
in a place in which we seek solace and we seek 
peace,” President Obama said in an emotional 
press conference the following day. With the 
massacre reigniting debates about everything 
from gun control to the presence of the Confed- 
erate fiag on the South Carolina capital grounds, 
those who witnessed the horror firsthand are 
simply trying to find a path forward. “I’ve tried 
to put it into words and can’t,” says Don Lundy, 
the Charleston County EMS chief and one of the 
first responders on the scene. “I’ve been to bars, 
hotel rooms, houses. They’re all tragic. This was 
much different. This was supposed to be a sanc- 
tuary, a safe place, a house of worship.” 

Under the leadership of senior pastor Cle- 
menta Pinckney, a 41-year-old South Carolina 
state senator, Emanuel AME was also the kind 
of place where strangers were always welcome. 
“He wanted that church to be a beacon of light 
in the city of Charleston,” says Wayne Singleton, 
the church’s music minister. Tragically, one of 
those strangers was Roof— a troubled high 
school dropout with a virulently racist agenda 
who arrived at the church on June 17 around 8 
p.m., just as the Bible study group was begin- 
ning. “He came in and asked, ‘Can I see the min- 
ister?’ ” says Pinckney’s cousin Sylvia Stevenson 
Johnson, “and he walked up and sat next to [Cle- 
menta] throughout the whole entire Bible study.” 

According to authorities, after almost an 
hour Roof began firing with a .45-cal. handgun 
at the small group of parishioners, who ranged 
in age from 5 to 87. Stevenson Johnson, 56, says 
that survivor Felecia Sanders later told her that 
she, her 26-year-old son Tywanza and her 
5-year-old granddaughter all pretended to be 
dead as the bullets flew. “The three of them just 
mingled with the blood because there was blood 
everywhere,” she says. “But then [Tywanza] 
said, ‘I need to check on the pastor.’ ” As he got 
up, Tywanza con- 
fronted Roof, she says. 
“He said, ‘Why are you 
doing this? You 
shouldn’t be doing this.’ 
That’s when [Roof] 
said, ‘No, you raped our 
women and you’ve 
taken over the country’

son die right in front of her eyes.” 

A little more than 12 hours later, Roof was 
captured and charged with nine counts of mur- 
der after being spotted 200 miles away in Kings 
Mountain, N.C. Roof’s father and uncle had 
already alerted authorities to his identity as 
the suspect seen on surveillance footage at the 
church. “Words cannot express our shock, 
grief and disbelief as to what happened that 
night,” his family said in a statement. “We are 
devastated and saddened.” 

Roof had two prior arrests, for drug posses- 
sion and trespassing, but nothing that pointed 
to the horror that was to come. “His family was 
just as much in the dark as 
everyone else,” says his 
friend Dylan Martin, 21. 

“People who knew him are 
shocked. He was an average 
guy, quiet, and stuck to him- 
self but liked to party.” 

Entering Emanuel AME 
Church that night. Roof 
encountered a group of warm 
strangers who invited him in 
with open arms. “I’m sure 
Reverend Pinckney was the 
first to stand up and extend 
his hand,” says Singleton. A 
few weeks earlier Pinckney 
had preached a sermon 
entitled “A Crazy Eamily 
Reunion,” in which he spoke 


of embracing the “black sheep” in families 
“because when we die, we will all be together, and 
we should try to help that person,” recalls Single- 
ton. “I think about that now, and it kind of ties 
into everything about how he lost his life.” 

Amid the pain there have been signs of hope, 
strength and, remarkably, forgiveness. At Roof’s 
first court appearance— via a video feed— on 
June 19, Eelecia Sanders was among the victims’ 
relatives to address the killer, who could face the 
death penalty. “Tywanza Sanders is my son,” she 
said. “But Tywanza Sanders was my hero. . . . May 
God have mercy on you.” And at a June 21 service 
at the church, where a bullet hole still marked 
the floor of the community room, worshippers 
spoke of healing. “We are taught to forgive,” says 
Emanuel member Tara Wright. “That’s us. We’re 
not going to let anyone take our faith.”

D uring a recent visit with Glen Campbell at the 
Nashville memory-care facility where he now ; 
resides, his wife looked into his eyes and felt 
what she calls “a deep intimacy and connec- 
tion”— but just seconds later it was gone^^“It just' . 
rips your heart out,” says Kim Campbell, who has been mar- 
ried to the country singer for nearly 33 years. Four years after^ ■ 
he was diagnosed with Alzheimer’s disease, the “Rhinestone ^ 
Cowboy” singer has “few and far between” moments of near 
clarity, says Kim, 57, and can no longer recognize his loved 
ones, carry on a conversation or play his beloved guitar. Even 
so, he is “still Glen Campbell,” she says. “He still has the same 
essence, the same twinkle in his eye and the same chuckle.” At 
his 79th-birthday party in late April, the six-time Grammy

winner even managed to 
deliver the punch line to a 
favorite joke, cracking up 
his visitors and himself. 

“He started laughing and 
laughing,” recalls Kim. 

“It gives him such joy. 

He’s still an entertainer.” 

The singer’s slow decline was 

documented in the Oscar- nominated 
2014 film Glen Campbell: I’ll Be Me 
(airing June 28 on CNN and out Sept.

Soon even safety-proofing the house- 
taking knobs off the doors, hiding dish 
soap and locking all the kitchen cabi- 
nets— and rotating in teams 
to watch him “around the 
clock and all night long” 
couldn’t guarantee Glen’s 
well-being. “Things that 
wouldn’t necessarily be 
harmful, like olive oil. 


he would pick that up 
and start chugging it,” 
says Ashley, who moved 
in with her mom in 
Nashville to help care 
for her father. 

In February 2014 Kim 
began looking into 
respite care, eventually 
settling on the singer’s 
current community. On his first day 
there, “he walked in like it was a meet 
and greet,” says Kim, chuckling. “He 
stood up right in front of everyone, 
played a couple songs, took a bow, lay 
down on the sofa and took a nap. He 
just took right to it.” 

The country star is still surrounded 
by music, even if he isn’t always able 
to process it. Ashley comes by the cen- 
ter to entertain her father by singing 
his favorite tune, “You Are My Sun- 
shine,” while Shannon frequently 
plays guitar to help Glen fall asleep. “I 
like to play his old songs,” he says. And 
he still knows an off chord when he 
hears it. “If someone has an instru- 
ment and it’s out of tune, he’ll get as 
far away as possible !” says Ashley. 

Kim remains the primary care- 
giver for her husband but 
splits shifts with Brody, a 
family friend and Glen’s 
personal sitter.
